Fleſh and Blood, cannot, he thinks, be fo far miſinterpreted as 
to be underſtood of Earthly Potentates and Rulers. — 

And as to ſo much of the faid 4th Article whereby it is char- 
ged that the laid H. Sachaverell doth wickedly wreft and per= 
vert divers Texts and Paſſages of holy Scripture. That his 
«© ſaid malicious and Seditious Suggeſtions, may make the ſtron⸗ 
« ger lmpreſſion upon the Minds of Her Majeſty's Subjects. The 
ſald H. Sacbeverell ſays, That having no malicious or ſeditious 
Suggeſtions, to Imprint, he could not intend to wreſt any 
Palloges of holy Scripture to that wicked Purpoſe. Hard is the 
Lot of the Miniſters of the Goſpel; if when they Cite the Word 
of God in their general Exhortations to Piety and Virrue ; of 
in their Reproofs of Mens Tranſgreſſions, or where they are 
lamenting the Difficulty and Conflicts with which the Church 
Chriſt, whilſt Militant here on Earth, muſt always ſtruggle :
